Congress. 


"WARHIXOTON, Marc]i5.—At noon yostor- 
day tlip Ignited Sfcntos sonato closed its 
ilnal soRsion of the Fifty-third conpross 
ftuiid crowded prallorlos. conerratulatory 
resolutions, a parting word from Presi- 
dont Clovehind, and a britif valedictory 
from the vioo president}. 
Tho wonted dip?- 
nity of the Rennto was preserved to tho 
end, except for the rush of business inci- 
dent to tho lai3t hour« of tho sossion. Tho 
semitors wero at work by 9 o'clock, after 
liavluf? rnnuiined in tho chamber until 4 
a. m. They clearly showed the fatiprne of 
tho lonf? session, lastiuf? from Saturday 
Doou, and tlieir ranks wcro thin up to 11 
o'clock for tho transaction of anythiui? be- 
yond formal business. By that tiino thoro 
wore few vacant seats upon the floor of 
tho sonato. and the prallorios wore literally 
packed, tlio crowds iilliuK tho sonp.te.push- 
lui7 into the aisles and overflowing? In long 
lines down tho corridors and stairways. 
Many membors of tho diplomatio corps oc- 
cupied tho gallery rcsorved for them. 


By 1Ü o'clock tihalnst formalities ou tlio 
two remaining appropriation bills—naval 
and defloluncy—wero concluded and tho 
meaauna started to tho executive man- 
sion. Thoro was no disposition to tako up 
now business, and two efforts to consider 
questions affecting i\xo Bidiring sea wore 
out off by objections. A foaturo of the lasti 
moments of tho session was tho tumultu- 
ous laugh tor which greeted tho announce- 
ment of Mr. Voorhccs, of tho commltteo 
to wait on tho president;, that the latter 
tendered his congratulations to congress 
on the close of their labors. 
Vico Presi- 
dent Stevenson closed tho session with a 
few well chosen words, and, as ho stated, 
tho work of the Fifty-third congress passed 
into history. 


In the house the end was not marked or 
marred by any unpleasant incidents. All 
tho appropriation bills wero out of tho way 
when tho house reconvened at 8 o'clock 
yesterday morning, and tho time was daw- 
dled away until 11 o'clock, tho only feat- 
ure being a ruthor brisk but briof debate 
on tho results to flow from tho projoctcd 
monetary conference. 


Tho concluding minutes wero in tho na- 
turo of a love feast. Tho best fi»eling prq.- 
vailed. Tho resolution of thanks to tho 
speaker, which usually came from a mem- 
ber of the mujoricy, was offered by Mr. 
Cannon, of Illinois, in a very graceful 
speech bearing testimony to tho high ap- 
preciation in which tho presiding oflicer 
was hold by tho Hepubliean minority. 
Ml*. Wilson, of Wi'St Virginia, responded 
in behalf of tho majority, and Mr. tiimp- 
Bon, of Kansas, representing tho Popu- 
lists, joined in tho oxpre.ssjon of thanks 
fur tho courtesies and kindness extended 
by tho spoiiker. 


All the kindly sentiments wero ap- 
plauded, and when Mr. Crisp himself 'as- 
cended the rostrum to return his thanks 
and deliver his parting words tho dojuon- 
fitration was terrific. At tho conclusion of 
biß speech, just before declaring tiio house 
adjourned without day, he appointed Mr. 
Culberson of Texas. Mr. 1-Iitt of Illinois 
and himself as members of tj)e monetary 
cummisslon. Iiis own appointjnent was 
by resolution. As the Filty-thii*d congress 
camo to its ond the do.xology wa.s sung by 
tho correspondents in tho ]n*ess gallery. 


Tho last measure signed by the president 
yesterday, and ojio in whicli a great deal 
of Interest has been taken, is tho anti-lot- 
tery bJll. Tao ineasuro is a Jjrief ono of 
but four sections, tho most important of 
which is tho flrsti. This provides that any 
person engaging in tho sale of lottery 
tickets, or advertising tho same in circu- 
lars or otherwise, shall bo liable» to punish- 
ment for tho ilrst olTonse by ijtipi'isonmenH 
for not moro than two years, or by a flue 
of not moro tnan $1,OUO, or both, and for 
tho second and after olfousos by such im- 
Ijrisonment only. 


iiomo Important iiction was takoji in tho 
closing days. On .Saturday the house 
agreed to tho senate amendments provide 
ing for the paynunit of $5,uuu,uuo in sugar 
buuntios, %vJiilt» on »Sunday tho scnato 
agreed to tho house vuto to strike out the 
ajipropriation for a Hawaiian cablo.

N E W P A R T Y ' S 
PLEA. 


An Address to the Vooplo by tho Amorlcan 
Uhuotnllio liottffuo. 


WASUTNGTON, March 6.—Tho Amorioan 
Bimetalllo Lnaguo issues an address to 
the peoplo calling for tho organization of 
a now national party. 
Tho address Is in 
part as follows- 


Tho mom^y question is now indisputably 
tho dominant Lssuo in tho United Statos, 
and will remain so imtil scttf'd, and sot- 
tied rightly. 
Otiier questions, however 
important, must wait for this, which, to a 
greater or less extent, involves all others. 
Tlio Issue is bntweon tho gold standard, 
gold bonds aiul bank cxuToncy on thn one 
sido, and tho bimetallic 
standard, no 
bouds and government currency on the 
other. 


On this issue wo doclaro ours'^lves to bo 
unalterably opposed to the single gold 
standard, and demand tho linmediato re- 
turn to tho consoitutlonnlstaii'iard of gold 
and silver, by tho restoration by this gov- 
ernment independently of any foreign 
power, of the unrestricted coinag*» of both 
silver and gold into standard money, at 
the ratio of 16 to 1, and up.m terms of 
exact equality; the silver coin to be a full 
legal tender, equally with g'dd, for all 
debts and duos, public and private. 


Wo hold tJmt the power to control and 
regulate a paper ciu'rency is inseparable 
from thepowor to coin mon'-y. and henco 
that all curroncy intended to circulate aa 
money should bo issued and its volumG 
controlled by the general government only, 
and should bo legal tender. 


We are unalterably opposed to tho issue 
by tho United States of interest bearing 
bonds in timo of peace, and demand the 
payment of all coin obligations of tho 
'I'nited States, as provided by existing 
law, in cither gold or silver coin, and at 
tho option of tho f;ovornmont, and not at 
the option of tho creditor. 
On this lssuo 
we appeal from tho dictation of the money 
power to tho intelligonoQ and patriotism 
of the American people, 


Tho address is signed by the executive 
committeo of the leaguo, including Presi- 
dent A. J. Vv"iU'ncr, Senators Jones and 
Stewart, and Congressman McLaurin.

Day" ]}nuci about its neck, but faint- 
ly supprosts the excitomeul; and series 
of adventures that have often led to 
its capture and huiniliatiou, or tho ac- 
tivity and life 
that 
characterize its 
movements in its natural element, says 
tho Chicago Times. 


Tt happened 
that 
tho writer was 
once on a reef in tho Mi'xican pulf 
durinpf the turtle season, and one day 
the beef in our larder havinp: given 
out an<I fish beiuR- monotonous as a 
regular diet, a turtle hunt was pro- 
posed. 
It was a little early in tho 
season, but our cook and general fac- 
totum had seen "fligns'** so it was be- 
lieved that a night or two would be 
productive in sport ag well as meat. 
Four kintls of marine turtles are found 
in these waters—the green and log- 
gerhead '^to the manor born," and at- 
taining a weight of from 700 to 1000 
l^ounds ; tho hawksbill, that rnrely at- 
tained a weight of over twenty, and 
the big leather or ocean turtle, 
seen 
only on rare occasions. 
These, 
with 
tho burrowing goj^her on some of the 
keys, constituted the representatives 
of the tribe. 


The green and loggerhead 
turtles 
were tho objects of our search, and 
one clear, moonlight nii^ht found us 
rowing to Loggerhead Key, about five 
miles away, the oars of the big boat 


yarn about the island and the strange 
things that had happened there. 


Suddenly my companion touched 
ray arm and silently pointed seaward, 
Tbo moon was full and cast a brilliant 
silvery beam across tho smooth waters, 
and directly in it on tho shore, where 
the waves fell muaically on tho sand, 
I saw a glistening object. 
It gradu- 
ally increased in size until the broad 
back of a turtle came in sight and it 
began its labored ascent up the beach. 
It was about 100 feet below us, and 
wo could distinctly see its movements. 
On leaving tho water itraised its head, 
uttering a loud hiss and gazed about 
for several moments, evidently to see 
if the coast was clear, and then began 


snail's pace toward the water. 
I was 
fairly on the animars back and sud- 
denly, with an inspiration, threw my- 
self astride of its T^ack, placing my 
feet ogaindt the sand, and so brought 
it up for a moment to a standstill. 
This was for tho time a success, but 
seeing my boots conveniently near its 
head the turtle made a vicious snap at 
them, and the next 
moment I was 
dragged into tho water, thrown vio- 
lently from my steed, a long wako in 
tho moonlight telling tho story to tho 
little group who had gathered too 
late on the sands. 


In the course of the night-five tur- 
tles wore captured by turning, and 
several escaped. 
The difference be-

bending beneath the powerful strokes 
of the black crew, who sang a curious 
song 
that 
accorded 
well with the 
sound of the oars and the sparkle and 
flash of the waters. 


Loggerhead is a narrow strip of 
sand, about two and a half miles in 
length, that reaches out toward Juca- 
tan from the Florida peninsula. On it 
is the tallest light in tho United States, 
a shaft that rises like a Cleopatra 
needle out of a desert of sand, cactus 
and bay cedar. 
As the boat crunched 
on tho sands the keeper came down 
and gave us welcome. 


After enjoying the hospitality of the 
keeper, we betook ourselves to tho 
beach, that was a pure white sandy 
belt extending around the entire isl- 
and to a width of about fifty feet, 
w^hen began the bay cedars and cactus 


to ascend the slight incline, making 
but slow headway. 


Finally it reached our level, where 
we were crouching low, and began to 
dig, evidently using its hind flippers. 
In twenty minutes it had excavated a 
hole and 
had begun to 
deposit its 
eggs. 
It was then that we made our 
rush, springing from our hot beds of 
sand and reaching the turtle before it 
realized what was the 
trouble, 
and 
then, either stupefied with surprise or 
because it was laying, it did not move 
until wo liad laid violent hands upon 
it, when it began to scramble for the 
water. 


It was a green turtle, of the largest 
size, i\ good lilt 
for 
two men, and 
while it struggled and threw its flip- 
pers about it was almost impossible to 
hold it. 
I ra.n at it and lifted it a 
foot or more, 
but 
a sweeping blow 
from one of the fore flippers forced 
me to drop it. 
Then we rallied and 
lilted together, and had the animal 
almost on edge when it deitly lifted a 
flipper full of sand and drove us from 
the field. 
, Each repulse of this kind brought 
the turtle nearer tho water, for which 
it was headed. 
Finally our shouts, 
partly of laughter, 
partly 
for help, 
brought aid from the net parties, and 
v^hile one man headed off the huge 
animal, prying it bade with an oar, 
three seized it, lifting on ono side, 
and ono on th^^ other, and after sever- 
al attempts, during which the turtle 
left its marks on its enemies, it was 
rolled over on its back, having made 
a gallant tight, and only gave up when 
six feet from tho water. 


Tho turtle was manaeled by cutting 
holes in its flippers and tying them 
together, and after it hud been hauled 
wp into the bush lino wo took up our 
places as before, and 
began another 
wait. 
Every few minutes ono of tlie 
party would go down to water line 
and follow along to tho next stiition,

that constituted the trees of tho isl- 
and arfd served as a protection to in^ 
numerable s a n d and soldier crabs, gulls 
and their young. 


Along the beach wo took our sta- 
tions in jnirties of twos about 2000 
feet apart, and scraping out places in 
the coralino sand, that was still hot 
from the baking sun, began the wait, 
euoh one taking turnp every half hour 
in patrolling the interventing 
1000 
ieet, so that the entire beach 
was 
fiuarded. 
My watch fell with the 
teoper, who regaled me with many a 


and during one of these trips I noticed 
tracks, which looked m though some 
one had crawled up to 
the beach on 
all fours. 


Following tlaem up on the run I 
came upon a loggerhead, just over a 
depression in the sand, fairly falling 
upon it, whereupon it turned with a 
loud hiss and began to scamble over 
tho back track. 
My efforts to turn it 
were bruehed aside, and in despera- 
tion I seized the reptile by the shield 
at the back of the neck and hold and 
shouted, while being dragged at no 


tween the green and loggerhead ^tur- 
tles is mainly one of appearance, the 
green turtle being the one commonly 
seen in tho markets. 
The next day 
was spent in hunting tho nests of the 
turtles, the trails or tracks of the ani- 
mals being followed up to the nests, 
when from 100 to 200 eggs would be 
found, about as large in diameter as 
a hen's egg, but round with a single 
depression. 
Cunning would hardly be 
looked for in so clumsy an animal, 
but everv nest showed evidence of it. 
In following up a track the nest would 
naturally be looked for at the end^ 
but such was not the case, the track 
in every instance being a blind one. 
The turtle would deposit its eggs, then 
spend some timo destroying all traces 
of the noftt, tiien traveling along the 
beach for forty or fifty feet before re- 
turning to the water, so that we had 
to sound the sand with a pointed stick 
all along the beach, between the go- 
ing up and coming down trail. 
From 
a dozen or more nests we carried off 
nearly 1000 eggs. 


The captured turtles were taken to 
a corral—a fenced enclosure in shal- 
low water—and released, to be recap- 
tured when 
needed for 
the 
camp 
table. 
At such times it was our cus- 
tom to go into the corral and round 
up the animals singV-handed—an oi>- 
eration that was far 
more exciting 
than tho original capture, as the tur- 
tles were in their natural element and 
made a vigorous 
hunt 
necessary, 
which illustrated better than anything 
else the power and speed possessed by 
these animah. 
1 had heard of turtle- 
riding on the open reef, and having 
had a taste of it on dry land I volun- 
teered 
my 
services when the next 
green turtle was needed, and the cook, 
m no wise disposed to retain this per- 
quisite, readily allowed me tho priv- 
ilege. 
The morning in question the 
entire camp gathered on the 'fence to 
see, as I afterward learned, the turtle 
''do me up.'* 
In light swimming cos- 
tume 1 mounted the fence and slipped 
into the big corral. 
The > a t e r 
at 
high tide was about eight feet deep, 
and all over the white, sandy bottom 
could be seen the black forms of the 
turtles that passed the time sleeping 
on the bottom, occasionally rising to 
the surface for air. 
I liad been given 
tho "tip" by a friendly colored man, 
and diving I swam down to the near- 
est turtle, approaching from behind, 
and when directly over it seized it by 
the back of tho shell just over the 
head. 
I was unprepared for the pe- 
culiar antics of this curious steed. In- 
stead of starting ahead the minute the 
animal felt my hands, it pounded the 
sandy bottom witha succession of quick 
blows that sent it to the surface so 
quickly that I almost lost my hold 
and my 
wind. 
The turtle 
gave a 
qitick puff and dived, and I had just 
time to follow suit and strengthen my 
grip when tho animal dived again, and 
with a rush dashed away through the 
water, 
its flippers moving up and 
down like flails. A secoid more and 
I fthould have ignominiously given up, 
when the 
turtle, having 
gone 
the 
length of the corral, dashed to the sur- 
face to breathe, and 1 filled my lungs 
just in time, as I was jerked down 
again by the terrified creature and 
towed away, now under water, now 
out, while the other turtles, alarmed 
at the noise, were racing up and down, 
adding to the general confusion and 
stirring up the sand and mud. 


It was evidently a trial of endur- 
ance, ond sijurred on by the applause 
of the audience on the fence, I clung 
to the shell desperately. 
Finally the 
turtle showed signs of weariness, and 
I found by drawing up my ko^es I 
could bring it to the surface. 


"That's what you should have done 
in the first place," said one of the ex- 
perts, who now that I had caught ray 
game, offered to display 
his skill. 
Diving into the water he soon cap- 
tured a fresh turtle, and at once had 
the animal at his mercy. 
At first he 
rode it around the corral, stretching 
out behind and holding on by one 
hand, while with the other ho seized 
the lower part of the shell, and by 
using his knees he was able to make 
the animal rise or fall. 
He stopped it 
almost immediately, kept it beneath 
tho water until it was ready to give 
in ; in fact, had it under complete 
control. 
During these performances 
the turtles did not attempt to bite ox 
defend 
themselves 
other 
than 
by 
striking with the flipper or 
throwing 
sand. 


A Gigantic Geyser ot Oil. 


The Kirkbridgo No. 1 oil well, oi 
which we give an illustration, is lo^ 
cated in Madison Township, Sandusky 
County, Ohio. 
Tho flow of oil com- 
menced November 18. 
The spectacle 
is described as one of tho most mag- 
nificent dver witnessed in that part of 
the country. 
First appeared a col- 
umn of water rising eight or ten feet 
in the air. 
This was followed by o 
black stream of mud and sand, which 
gradually changed to yellow. 
Then, 
with a deafening roar, the gas burst 
forth in an immense volume, hiding 
the derrick from view. 


As this cleared away a solid golden 
column a foot in diameter shot from 
the derrick floor 100 feet in the air, 
there breaking 
into frogments 
and 
falling in a shower of yellow rain for 
a quarter of a mile around. 
For a 
period of five hours this great column 
of oil shot upward. 
In a very few 
moments the field about the well was 
covered 
several 
inches deep 
with 
petroleum. 
Within 
three or 
foui 
hours the ditches for miles around 
were overflowing with oil. 
Dams were 
constructed in order that the ¡product 
might be estimated, but these were 
overflowed and swept away as rapidly 
as built. 
Some persons living in the 
vicinity, alarmed 
at 
the 
spectacle, 
packed their household goods and fled. 
The Buckeye pumping station, a mile 
distant, was compelled to extinguish 
its fires on account of the gas, and all 
other fires within the district wero 
put out.

Sally Lunn—One pint of milk, three 
eggs, two tablcspoonfuls of molted 
butter, one tablespoonful of sugar, a 
pinch of salt, two tablcspoonfuls oi 
compressed yeast, Hour to make a stiiï 
batter ; warm thé milk and adil the 
butter to this ; the well beaten egi?s 
and flour next, 
lîeat the butter until 
smooth, add your yeast, and set to 
rise for five hours. 


Virginia Corn Bread—One cup of 
sour milk, buttermilk preferred. Half 
a teasijoonful of soda, dissolve in the 
milk. 
Two tablcspoonfuls of melted 
butter, 
one pint of corn meal, to 
which should be added a pinch of salt. 
Make a batter of these ingredients, 
and have your square tin pan well 
greasecj and hot.
